Social Reforms 

The United States has had such 
a development only in the last 
half century. There were begin- 
nings before that, to be sure. 
The Cleveland administration 
was the first big milestone. But 
the first great social reforms in 
our own country came with 
Woodrow Wilson. They became 
even more formalized under 
Franklin D. Roosevelt. Now the 
social consciousness of our peo- 
ple is so firmly imbedded in the 
law and in the minds of the 
American people none questions 
it. The Eisenhower administra- 
tion endorses and expands it. 

One cannot, therefore, expect 
the Arab nations to complete their 
evolution overnight. 

But Senators Fulbright and 
Russell performed a necessary 
service. There is real need to 
shake the state of mind of the 
more feudal-minded Arab ruling 
families. 

It is likely they already are 
somewhat shaken by Prime Min- 
ister Nasser of Egypt. It was he 
and his officer associates who 
overturned an ancient throne, 
heir to the Pharaohs. They did 
so because the Egyptian ruling 
class, close to the throne, was so 
greedy and corrupt it made the 
error of not taking care of the 
army. 

The Egyptian standard of liv- 
ing remains probably the lowest 
in the Middle East in so far as 
the peasant is concerned. But 
Nasser’s army never misses 2 
meal, a pay day, or special 
favors. 


Russian Support 


The Russians know this. 

They support Syria—it, too, is 
run by an army clique which 
has, in the past years, changed 
governments with careless ease. 
They are busy in Jordan—where 
an army is paid by, of all things, 
an English subsidy. It has been 
continued, even though Jordan 
has abolished British direction of 
that army. 

Jordan is embarrassed there- 
by. But being practical, they 
have not yet cut loose from the 
Queen’s purse strings. They cur- 
rently are shopping around for 
a subsidy from Egypt. That 
country can’t pay it. Jordan is 
just about finished. Russia may 
pay it. 

All this is why Mr. Dulles 
could, figuratively speaking, 
shake a warning finger at the 
Senate. It isn’t often a secretary 
can do this. Mr. Dulles relished 
it. And the Senate, being wise, 
took it. (Mr. Dulles, though, 
would be wise to know the Sen- 
ate will not forget it.)

CHICAGO, Jan. 17 (#—The Chi- 
cago Tribune said tonight that 
three Air Force B52 heavy jet 
bombers ‘‘are nearing the end of 
a record-breaking nonstop flight 
around the world.’’

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Better Traffic Courts 
Should Get Priority 


One of the most important recom- 
mendations made by Gov. Griffin regard- 
ing traffic safety deals with the courts. 
It is a fact which must be faced up to 
sooner or later and which has been put 
off far too long already. 

“Study should be given now,” the 
governor said, “toward the establishment 
of a modern, statewide, uniform system 
of traffic courts to insure consistent, 
equitable, strict and prompt handling of 
all traffic cases.” 

This is in line with findings by The 
Constitution, which for several years has 
delved into the causes of appalling losses 
in highway deaths. The procedure is sanc- 
tioned by qualified experts who have de- 
voted years of study and research into 
the problem of traffic control. 


The greatest hindrance to adequate 
traffic enforcement in Georgia is the out- 
moded fee system, still prevalent in many 
counties. In some of these the sheriff and 
other local officials draw no salaries. They 
exist largely on arrest fees and court 
costs from cases handed them by the 
‘State Patrol. 

This encourages in those arrested a 
feeling they are being shaken down for 
money that goes into private pockets. 

We hope the governor has in mind in- 
viting a group of qualified experts to 
Georgia to make a thorough study of our 
traffic court system and to recommend 
the needed changes. Such a service is 
provided jointly by the International As- 
sociation of Police Chiefs, the Traffic 
Institute of Northwestern University and 
the Traffic Court Improvement Division 
of the American Bar Assn. 


It will require a great deal of political 
courage to clear up this traffic court mess. 
The place to start is with a thorough 
study by experts who know the score and 
also the answers. Any traffic improve- 
ment program will be unsuccessful unless 
the system of law enforcement is in- 
cluded. Improvement will come only when 
the facts are established and determined 
measures taken in light of them.

Humphrey Budget Stand 


Proves Quite Confusing 


The strangest reaction to President 
Eisenhower’s budget message comes from 
Secretary of the Treasury George M. 
Humphrey. 

The secretary, who helped prepare 
the recommendations, appears a little out 
of character in criticizing his own handi- 
work. He sounds even more out of sym- 
pathy with the Eisenhower economic 
philosophy in saying he would oppose 
public works spending to offset a future 
decline in private investment. 


.In this stand he puts himself squarely 
in opposition to prevailing economic the- 
ory and to such groups as the powerful 
Committee for Economic Development. He 
demonstrates that he is opposed to the 
idea of the ever-expanding economy and 
belongs to the orthodox school of eco- 
nomics and finance of the Hoover era. 


Meanwhile, taxpayers can take conso- 
lation in the thought that even under the 
Eisenhower budget proposals—the high- 
est in peacetime history—there is a possi- 
bility of a surplus and payments on the 
national debt. This itself would tend to 
curb some of the inflationary pressures 
which threaten to bring on the depres- 
sion about which Humphrey is talking. 


Citizens would welcome any possible 
cutbacks in spending but they realize 
that about three-fourths of the budget 
goes for national security programs. 
Surely Humphrey knows that no sub- 
stantial cuts in that can be made until 
the Communist threat recedes. Tax cuts 
at the expense of the nation’s security 
would be dangerous, indeed. 

As Eisenhower prepares to take the 
oath for a second term, resignations of 
all cabinet members are on his desk. If 
he and Humphrey are in such wide dis- 
agreement on economic matters, perhaps 
the latter’s had best be accepted.

Law Needed To Keep 
Legislators Off Payroll 


Legislators have no more business 
with paid state jobs than ducks have with 
waterwings. 

Sen. George Jackson of Gray has in- 
troduced a bill prohibiting legislators 
from holding such jobs during their 
terms of office. It deserves passage. 

Executive orders aimed at ending the 
practice have been winked at in the past. 
As a result, influence peddlers have 
latched on to the payrolls of various 
departments at the taxpayers’ expense. 

Sen. Jackson is being practical about 
the matter. Provisions of his bill would 
not become effective until 1959. Incum- 
bents therefore would be unaffected and 
less likely to kill the bill. 

Despite the two-year wait, it’s better 
to have the measure enacted now than not 
at all. 

During the interim Gov. Griffin 
should nip any eyeing of state jobs by 
legislators. If the citizens of Georgia are 
expected to continue the high tax load re- 
quired for expanded services, they cer- 
tainly are entitled to expect full value re- 
ceived from tax dollars spent on state 
payrolls.

Cities Should Be Near 
Road, Not in Its Middle 


Hahira; which the interstate highway 
will by-pass, showed a unique commu- 
nity spirit recently. 

Twenty city officials and civic leaders 
assembled: near Hahira and gave a sur- 
prise welcome to surveyors laying out 
the interstate by-pass road. They also pre- 
sented them a key to the city. 

Dr. J. L. Parrott, mayor of Hahira, 
wisely pointed out that benefits to the 
area, especially tourist business, far out- 
weigh the fact that Hahira is by-passed. 
Besides, he added, the new route elimi- 
nates dangerous traffic in the city, eases 
traffic control problems, reduces noise 
and saves wear and tear on city streets. 

This attitude is a decided contrast to 
that taken by some Georgia cities. They 
work all the angles they know to get 
highways routed through the heart of 
town. They complain bitterly if the city is 
by-passed and merchants protest that they 
will miss some sales. 

With the heavy traffic today, there is 
no justification for new highways going 
through thickly populated towns and cit- 
ies. Access roads should be built to them. 

As Mayor Parrott maintains, there are 
advantages to being near the road instead 
of in the middle of it. More Georgia cities 
need to adopt the Hahira attitude.

Reveals Cost of Preparedness

Joseph E. Brown, War Between the States governor of Georgia, 
once listened attentively to a delegation of citizens who had gone to him 
to discuss some of the state’s financial and other problems. One of 
those present said something about a project which could be put through 


at a cost of a million dollars. 

His excellency arched his eye- 
brows and delivered himself of a 
remark which was widely quoted 
afterward. 

*‘Gentlemen,”’ he said, ‘‘a million 
dollars is a heap of money.” 

What he would say of the budget 
for the fiscal year beginning next 
July 1, which President Eisenhow- 
er has presented to Congress, must 
be left to the imagination. But it 
is interesting to consider those fig- 
ures—72 billion dollars to be spent 
over a 12-month period from July 
1, 1957, through June 30, 1958. 

Seventy-two billion dollars is 
truly ‘“‘a heap of money.” Let's 
try. to visualize it. 

If a fleet of 100 trucks each 
loaded 100,000 silver dollars every 
two hours, moving it a distance of 
100 miles; unloading, then return- 
ing to the point of beginning for a 
second load; thus making two 
round trips and moving 20 million 
silver dollars a day, they would 
finish their job in 3,600 days, or 
about nine and three-fourths years. 

Seventy-two billion dollars divid- 
ed equally among 160 million men, 
women, children and suckling in-

each of them $450. However, that 
$450 per person will be paid in 
taxes of various types into the

country when President Truman confined the first step in his ‘‘doctrine”’ 
to financial aid for the rehabilitation of the economies and armed 
forces of Greece and Turkey. Now only a handful of the critics oppose 
the principle of advance warning to potential armed aggressors that 
was adopted as fundamental policy by the Eisenhower administration 
and is embodied in the first part of the resolution. 


The bulk of the suggestion touch- 
ing that section is for making it 
stronger and more specific. The au- 
thors of these suggestions would. 
have Congress specify prior assent 
to the President’s use of our mili- 
tary power, not only in the event 
of armed aggression against ‘an in- 
dependent Middle Eastern state by

Anyhow, Sally Smith, wife of Emanuel County Rep. George 
Smith, took me in search of Anita Wagner Grimes—and we didn’t 
find her for a very good reason. She is back in Mobile County, 
Alabama, flailing more high school students into putting out the 
best darned school paper in the state and one of the best in the 
nation. 

Madge Durden Bowen of Swainsboro, knowing of my search 
for Mrs. Grimes, who was born and reared in Emanuel County 
and has a home there now, sent me a story about her from the 
Swainsboro Forest-Blade.

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| Confederate Wealth 
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Teacher Rolls.in It

MISS HAZEL McDonald is almost a millionaire—in Confed- 
erate funds. 

‘“‘And.”’ she twinkles, ‘‘I don’t think I would get any more fun 
out of my collection if it were spendable!’’ 

Miss McDonald, teacher in a private school here, has literally 
bushels of Confederate notes and bonds in her cozy den at 1047 
Briarcliff Rd., NE. If she wanted to play like a miser, she could 
sit for days running her hands 
through $12,000 bonds and fat 
stacks of notes from every Con- 
federate state, ranging in de- 
nomination from $1,000 to 5 
cents. 

She does sit down to ‘“‘play’’ 
with her collection frequently. 
But it is history and people that 
fascinate her. 

“My collection is primarily a 
‘friendship’ one,”’ 
‘‘It started about six years ago 
when a 94-year-old friend in De- 
catur, George Watson, present- 
ed me with 54 Confederate 
notes. 

“T became interested, 
other friends heard about my 
hobby and began looking for 
Confederate money for me.

Arrange ribs on a rack in a 
roasting pan. Roast in a mod- 
erate oven (350 degrees) for 
1% hours, basting frequently 
with sauce until ribs are glazed 
golden brown and meat is very 
tender. Cut the ribs into serv- 
ing pieces and serve hot. 

Ribs cut into finger-sized 
pieces are often finished in a 
broiling oven to be crisp finger 
food served as an appetizer.

1 to 1% pounds pork 

2 tbsps. soy sauce

BAKING POTATOES 

1. Select potatoes of uniform 
size so that they bake in about 
the same length of time. Idahos 
for baking vary in size from 
large to very large. A good 
average size is 5 to 6 inches. 
Also use a size according to its 
place in the menu—a partner 
on the dinner plate or a meal 
in itself. 


2. Scrub potatoes so that the 
skins may be eaten. Like the 
skin crunchy-crisp? Leave as 
is. Prefer skin soft? Brush 
with oil or melted bacon drip- 
pings. 

3. Place on shallow pan or 
rack in 425-degree (hot) oven, 
49 to 60 minutes, depending on 
size. To test for doneness:

squeeze the potato gently. 

4. When soft, roll each po- 
tato in the folds of a towel. If 
the skin does not crack open, 
cut a small cross in top of each 
and press gently. Always serve 
at once, piping hot. Eat jacket 
and all. 

If dinner is delayed, scoop 
out centers of potatoes, pre- 
pare as for mashed potatoes.

SHORT-ORDER POTATOES 

Cut in half lengthwise. Score 
the tops in half-inch squares, 
making cuts %-inch deep. 
Brush the cut side generously 
with shortening or oil. Place 
cut side down on baking sheet. 
Coat jackets, too. Bake in a 
425-degree (hot) oven about 25 
minutes or until tender. Turn 
cut side up. Spread with but- 
ter. Return to oven to brown 
lightly. 

CHEESE DREAMS 

Score hot baked potato with 
3 or 4 cuts across top. Tuck in 
a piece of butter, a slice of a 
good melting cheese or a spoon- 
ful of a snarp cheddar spread 
into each cut. Return to oven 
for about 5 minutes or until 
cheese melts. 


DEVILED STUFFED 
POTATOES 

Cut hot baked potato cross- 
wise. Spoon out and mash, 
adding deviled ham, milk, but- 
ter, seasonings to taste. Refill 
shells. Put in hot oven to heat 
and brown tops. 


MAIN COURSE BAKER 

When baked potatoes are 
tender, slit potatoes lengthwise, 
then twice crosswise, using 14 
inch deep cuts. Press open. 
Spoon on creamed dried beef, 
tuna, ham, or chicken. Potato 
too big for a serving? Split in 
half lengthwise and spoon on 
creamed mixture. 

TOPPINGS

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Handle Vegetables With Care 


And Serve in Variety of Ways 


The reward for care and at- 
tention in preparing vegetables 
is very great. And the span be- 
tween what is really good and 
what isn’t is a very big one. 

Lima beans are particularly 
challenging. Their pleasing 
taste, texture and color are 
grown in and can be literally 
cooked out. 

There are two distinct kinds 
of lima beans. The baby limas 
that have thin skins also have 
a rather waxy consistency. 

Others are. thick-skinned, 
mealy and more pronounced in 
fiavor. And both are good 
served alone or in combination 
with many other foods. Here are 
a few examples. 


CHICKEN AND LIMA 
CASSEROLE 
6 chicken breasts 
1 chicken bouillon cube 
2 packages frozen lima beans 
2 thsps. butter 
2 thsps. flour 


Pour water in kettle to depth 
of % inch. Lightly sprinkle 
chicken breasts with salt; place 
on rack in kettle (out of water). 
Bring water to boil; cover ket- 
tle. Poach chicken 35 minutes or 
until fork-tender. Drain and re- 
move chicken. 

Measure stock in kettle; if 
necessary, add water to make 
two cups. Add bouillon cube, 
then stir in butter and flour 
which have been Yixed to a 
paste. Simmer over low heat 
just until thickened. Remove 
from heat. 

Carefully bone chicken 
breasts, separating bones from 
meat with tip of paring knife. 
(Be sure to remove wishbone.) 

Meanwhile, following label 
directions, cook limas five min- 
utes, drain. Rub 1 cup limas 
through strainer; stir into stock 
mixture. 

In 2-quart casserole, arrange 
chicken breasts and partially 
cooked whole limas; pour sauce 
over all. Bake, covered, at 350 
degrees for 15 minutes or until 
bubbling. Makes six servings. 

LIMA LUNCHEON SALAD 

1 package frozen limas 

3 thsps. salad oil 

1 tbsp. vinegar 

1 tsp. grated onion 
4 tsp. salt 
Dash paprika 
Dash pepper 
thsps. mayonnalse 
hard-cooked egg, coarsely 
chopped 

Cook limas as package label 
directs; cool in cooking liquid, 
then refrigerate until well 
chilled. Drain.
